County Baffled By Latest Letter From Civil Defense

Perry County offtcisls were l*ft baffled this week by a 
letter from the Federal Office of CIrll Defense rejecting the 
county's request for a reeudlt and review of flood work done 
here laat year. 

The letter, according to County Judge J. A. Smith, apj>arent- 
ly contradicts atatwnenU made by State and Regional Civil De- 
fense officials. 

The letter, written by W. R. Wilson, acting director, Budget 
and Fiscal Office, Olvll Defense Administration, Battle Creek, 
Mich., Indicates that the State and regional offices of Civil De- 
fense tMve never submitted vouchers for the county’s cklm. 

Judge Smith noted that it has been his infonnatlon since 
taking office in January that the State and Regional offices had 



certified Perry County's claim and that the Battle Creek ofSce 
had been holding up payments. 

Judge Smith said yesterday that shortly after he took' of- 
fice in January, he. was informed by General W. R Lindsay, 
Slate Director of Civil Defense, the* the county's claim had 
^ been approved by the State and regiotkal officea. 

Th<‘ review and re-eudit wae requested by the Perry Fiscal 
Court in a resolution passed in late May. All magistrates and 
County Judge Smith voted for the measure. 

In his letter yesterday, Wilson noted: 

“The Federal Civil Defense Administration is not in a posi- 
tion to perform an audit or engineering inspection in this mat- 
ter until such time as a voucher has been submitted to Federal 



Civil Defense Administration accounting for funds advanced 
to the Stafe under contract with the State. The vouchers must, 
of necessity, represent the official claim certified by the State. 

“Since F.C.D.A. oannot consider or act upon vouchers evi- 
dencing expenditure for eligible projects under the Federal 
Disaster Act until certified by the State, your resolution has 
been referred to General L/indMy of the State Civil Defense 
Admim.straHon for (whatever action he feels Is appropriate.” 

Judge Smith said: 

“General Lindsay Informed me shortly after I took office 
that M had been approved by the State and Regional offices." 
It was my understanding that our claim had been blocked by

The Michigan city Is the headquarters for the ClvU Defense 
Administration. 

Perry County la claiming $01.804 33 for flood clean-up and 
road work done here following the Jian 29, flood last year. Un- 
der an agreement with the Office of Civil Defense, Perry and 
other disaster counties were to pay to have the work done asid 
then be reimbursed by Civil Defense. 

Perry’s claim became disputed in April when Coi. Leon 
Reed, State Office Civil Defense, offered the county $23,669 75 
as final settlement. The offer waa rejected by Judge Smith.

Buis on the final phase of the project, the 
dam and the spillway, were opened in Louis- 
vUle, Tuesday, by Col E D. Comm, district engi- 
neer, U.S .\rmy Corps of Engineers. 

Low bidder on the project was the CodeJl 
Construction Co., of Wtneheeter, with a bid of 
$3,444,609.75. The company has 700 daya to 
rompU'te the dam and spillway. 

Results of the bidding were revealed here 
by Wllham D. Gorman, president, of the Noirth- 
fork Watershed Association. Gorman, and I. H. 
Buehannon, a director in the association, were 
in liouisville whan bids were opened. 

High bid on the project was submitted by 
S. J Graves and Son Construction Co., of Min- 
nesota, with a price of $5,786,104. Other bid- 
ders, Ralph .Mills, of Frankfort, $4,657,840;

Even the xsolx’rest would 
appear “that way” if you fo’lowed him 
very long toward Blackey, as he raced 
from side to sule, trying to save his white 
side walls from a fate worse than a flat 
at the hands of the hundreds of rugged 
gulleys that dot the road btx’ause of 
someone’s negligence. 

But this IS a dreary subject, so let 
us end it- temporarily, and think of 
lighter things, while those responsible 
fur fixing roads fix roads.

Morris Fork is nostled in a 
narrow valley with mountains 
rising sharply on either side. It 
is a ITesbyterian Mission Cen- 
ter, with a community house, a 
church, and a school. There is 
also a postoffice which serves 
the C«ntar as well as the fami- 
lies living in the valley. This 
Center was started 34 years ago 
by a Presbyterian minister and 
his wife (who is a nurse), and 
their untiring efforts have made 
it what it is today. Uncle Sam 
and Aunt Nola, as they were 
known to the campers, helped 
to make camp life interesting 
and varied. 

Breathitt County has a low 
economic level. The average 
tillable acreage per farm is six 
to eight acres, which makes it 
difficult to earn a living by 
farming Tobacco is the only 
money crop raised, and we saw 
it everywhere. For those who 
had never seen tobacco growing 
R was a new and interesting 
experience, and some campers 
helped to harvest it. Mining is 
another source of employment 
in the area 

The physical arrangements for 
the camp were somewhat prim- 
itive Although there was elec- 
tricity at the Center, and the 
community house was well 
equipped with modem conven- 
iences. we “roughed” it. The 
boys lived in a small log cabin 
with two rooms near the com- 
munity house, and the girls 
lived in thci loft of a small bam 
at the end of the garden. These 
were equipped wtth electric 
lights but had no running water 
or toilet facilities. Tho campers 
slept either on cots or on mab 
tresses on the floor. For baths 
we drove each afternoon to the 
river, seven milcis away, taking 
soap, towels, and even shampoo 
along with us. 

We cooked and ate our meals 
in the school kitchen and dining 
room. The kitchen was equip- 
ped with a largo electric stove, 
a cabinet, and, after three 
weeks, a refrigerator. The first 
three weeks we depended en- 
tirely on a cold drink cooler, 
which, when filled with a week’s 
supply of milk, left little room 
for anything else. Thore was 
no running water, no sink. AH 
water had to be carried in from 
a well at the community house, 
heated on the stove, and carried 
out again when we wore through 
- This made KP a terious chore. 
The campers cooked the meals 
and did all the cleaning up. 
'Fhey changed crews each day 
which moiiit that each person 
had the Job every five days. 

My Job was to plan meals, 
purciiase supplies, and to super- 
vise the preparation of meab. 
I often made the thrice-wiwkly 
grocery trip to Jackson. Since 
it was an hour’s drive to town 
this operation frequently took 
all morning. Besides being 
mountainous and crooked, 15 
of the 25 miles wore over rough 
gravel road. 

'i'he Job of dietitian was quite 
new to me. 1 love to cook, but
